Many agree Alaska governor’s resignation a risk

One of Alaska Goy Sarah Palin’s potential 
presidential rivals said Sunday that her abrupt 
resignation won’t help her dodge scrutiny 
President George 'W. Bush’s chief political 
adviser said her strategy is, at best, unclear. 

Former Arkansas Gov Mike Huckabee 
said Palin’s announcement that she would not 
seek a second term— and leave office before 
finishing her first— simply doesn’t make 
sense in a conventional political setting. Karl 
Rove, a longtime Bush counselor, said Palin 
has engaged in a “risky strategy” 

Then again, the pair said, Palin has never

office on July 26, fans and critics tried to make 
sense of it all.

been a conventional candidate and her stun- 
ning announcement on Friday is what they 
have come to expect from the Republicans’ 
2008 vice presidential candidate. 

“She marches to the beat of her own drum, 
and it’s going to be very interesting to see how 
she pulls this off,” Rove said. 

During a sometimes rambling statement 
Friday, she cited ongoing ethics complaints 
and the financial toll they were taking on 
the state and her personal finances. She also 
blamed the media for sensational attention 
and attacks on her family, although she didn’t 
offer details. 


And while Palin has an official Twitter feed 
and Facebook page, she didn’t really explain 
what most everyone agrees is a risky decision.

Political observers struggled to make sense 
of the decision and its effect on a potential 
2012 campaign for the White House. Even her 
rival during the last election. Vice President 
Joe Biden, seemed confused by the move. 

“It maybe had a lot to do with what the 
state of their life was, and the state of their 
family, etcetera,” Biden said. “So I’m not 
going to second-guess her.” 

Last year Sen. John McCain (R-Ariz.)

The folksy governor remains a 
potent figure in GOP politics, although her 
resignation could make a potential 2012 cam- 
paign even more dicey If she chooses to run, 
she’ll enter a race with questions about her 
strategy as well as her experience.

Disney 
monorail 
crash kills 1

ORLANDO Two monorail trains crashed Sunday 
morning in Walt Disney World’s Magic 
Kingdom, killing one train’s operator, emer- 
gency officials said. 

The transit system, which shuttles thousands 
of visitors around the sprawling resort each day, 
was shut down while authorities investigated 
the holiday weekend wreck. 

The monorail operator died at the scene of 
the crash, which happened around 2 a.m., said 
Bo Jones, deputy chief for Reedy Creek Fire 
Department. The other train operator was not 
injured, but was taken to a hospital because he 
was emotionally shaken. Five park guests were 
treated at the scene. 

Disney Vice President of Communications 
Michael Griffin identified the driver as 21- 
year-old Austin Wuennenberg. Griffin would 
not discuss how long Wuennenberg had been 
with Disney or the circumstances surrounding 
the crash. 

“They are extremely rare,” Griffin said of 
accidents at the park. “The safety of our guests 
and cast are a top priority above all else.” 

It is unclear what caused the crash, Jones said. 
Orange County Sheriff’s officials are investigat- 
ing the cause. 

Jones said the crash happened at the park’s 
ticket and transportation center. Ethan 
Mens, who was visiting the theme park from 
Dubuque, Iowa, said he and his family took the 
monorail to dinner at a resort hotel Saturday 
night. Mens, 17, watched the Magic Kingdom 
fireworks from the monorail on the way back 
to his hotel, he said, and didn’t notice any prob- 
lems with the train. 

“It’s pretty shocking to hear that a driver was 
killed in that accident,” Mens said. 

The family was planning to take the train 
again Sunday to visit Disney’s Epcot Center, 
but now planned to take a bus, Meus added.

But T^^itteg with its 
many portals from other sites, has become increasingly hackablc and 
people are finding ways to expose its weaknesses. Accounts belonging 
to Britney Spears, Ellen Dc Gene res and Diddy were hacked last week- 
end, and tweets about their “deaths” spread like Mdldfire, 

So what do you do? Short of s%veai'ing ofTTwirter, which you know 
would last about 5 minutes, how do you avoid being duped? 1 Icrc are 
three suggestions that apply to anything, not just celebrity deaths; 

»Be Informed before you Inform; It’s normal to wnt to spread the 
word, but first nuike sure you aren’t spreading a rumor, Resetirch, 

» Consider the source: If a tweeter you follow and trust is doing the 
tweeting, there's a good chance he or she did the leg work for you. If 
the only person tweeting it is someone you don’t recognize, be very 
skeptical. 

» History 101: Who or what is the rumor about? Patrick Swayze iuid 
Steve Jobs have “died” many times on Twitter Be careful One false 
rumor is all it takes to lose all your nvcct cred. 

Do you fact-check before you post?Tweer me, ptiike me— just tell 
me. But make sure doublc-chcck vour work.

Local dietitian Jennifer Ventrelle said such 
gratis workplace treats can sabotage healthy 
eating efforts. 

“It’s definitely not done with bad intentions,” 
said Ventrelle, coordinator of Rush University 
Medical Center’s nutrition and wellness pro- 
gram. “Companies arc making food available 
for people who may not have time to go out 


and get something for themselves. It can be a 
morale booster, but it also m*ikes people more 
likely to reach for some of that stuff even if it 
isn’t healthy.”

Witnesses told police the man was 
shot after several people exited a 
gray Chevrolet Monte Carlo and 
began firing.

Vickie Johnson is paying more money to ride the 
CTA than she did a year ago. But there’s an up 
side: She also is using mass transit more often 
and driving her car less. 

After doing the math, Johnson concluded she 
would be spending 
even more money 
on commuting if 
she continued using 
a CTA Chicago 
Card to pay indi- 
vidual fares instead 
of switching to a 
30 -day pass, which 
allows unlimited trips on buses and trains. 

“The monthly pass didn’t make sense for me 
before,” said Johnson, an accountant who rides 
the Red Line between Rogers Park and down- 
town. 

“Now I’m buying a pass every month and using 
the CTA to run errands on weekends instead of 
driving, to make sure I’m getting my money’s 
worth.” 

She is not alone. Many riders have taken a 


second look at how they pay their way aboard 
buses and trains since a fare hike this year and 
the elimination of popular bonuses when value 
was added to CTA “smart cards” and the end of 
discounts given when the cards were used on the 
rail system. 

As a result, Chicago Transit Authority rider- 
ship using the 30 -day pass has increased about 
15 percent overall in the first five months of the 
year compared with the same period in 2008, 
according to the CTA. 

Ridership on the 30 -day pass option using the 
Chicago Card Plus fare card has shot up even 
more, increasing by about 22 percent. 

Meanwhile, pay-per-use riding on the Chicago 
Card and the Chicago Card Plus has declined a 
total of 7.5 percent, while on the Chicago Card 
alone, ridership fell about 24 percent. 

Regular CTA riders who haven’t made chang- 
es might want to stop and count the money they 
are wasting. 

The unlimited-ride 30-day pass, once consid- 
ered too expensive by people who rely on transit 
solely to commute to work and back home five 
days a week, is now the cheaper route to go for 


many CTA customers— even though the price 
of a 30-day pass increased this year to $86 from 
$75 in 2008. 

It’s that case because the CTA scrapped the 
10 percent value-added bonus whenever money 
was put on Chicago Cards or Chicago Card Plus 
cards. 

In addition, people using the smart cards pre- 
viously received a 25-cent discount on train fares. 
That discount ended Jan. i. 

“With the elimination of those discounts, we 
anticipated that many of the Chicago Card cus- 
tomers might revisit their fare preferences,” said 
CTA spokeswoman Sheila Gregory 

So at $86, the 30 -day pass is less expensive 
than the $90 that a five-day-a-week commuter 
would fork over for 40 individual $2.25 fares to 
work and home — and that’s with no transfers or 
other additional uses. 

CTA customers who make “two-seat trips” 
using a combination of buses and/or trains, and 
who are riding the CTA instead of driving for 
discretionary trips at night and on weekends, 
are saving even more money by buying 30 -day 
passes.

Wc couldn’t do without the sun. It keeps us 
warm, fuels photosynthesis so we have spinach 
to cat and helps our bodies make vitamin D. We 
couldn’t see across the street without the sun. 

But it also has a dark side. If we fly too close 
for too long, on a beach, pool or tennis court, its 
UVB rays penetrate the top layers of our skin, 
causing sunburn. Its longer U VA rays penetrate 
the dermis, the next layer do>^Ti, causing wrin- 
kles, age spots and, too often, skin cancer. 

Do we even dare sunbathe these days.^ We 
asked the experts. 

SUNSCREENS AND SPF 

Will sunscreens protect me? 

They can help, the FDA says. But take their label 
claims with a large grain of salt. The FDA has 
been trying since 1999 to get sunscreen makers 
to stop using what it calls “unsupported, absolute 
and/or misleading and confusing terms such as 
‘sunblock,’ ‘w^aterprooP ” and others. 

What SPF should I use? 

You need an SPF (sun protection factor) 
of at least 15, according to the Skin Cancer 
Foundation. Dr.Jonette Keri, a dermatologist 
at the University of Miami Miller School of 
Medicine, recommends an SPF of at least 30 if 
you’re at the beach, pool or tennis court. 

When should I apply sunscreen? 

Apply 30 minutes before getting into the sun so 
your skin can soak up your sunscreen, and reap- 
ply every 90 minutes— more often if you go in 
the water, sweat a lot or towel off. 

ATTHE BEACH 

Is It safe to go to the beach? 

“I want my patients to have fiin and go to the 
beach, but they should protect themselves as 
much as they CiUi,” Keri says. Wear sunscreen 
when you go in the water. When you get out, 
get under an umbrella. 

I can*t lie out In the sun with my trashy novel? 

“I don’t want you to do that,” Keri says. “People 


hiive in mind that a tan is healthy. It’s not. We 
dermatologists are trying to change 
the culture— get people NOT to go out and 
lie in the sun to get a tan. We know a lot more 
about ultraviolet radiation than wc used to.” 

Can I hit the beach at any time of day? 

Seek shade between 10 a.m. and 4 p.m., the 
Skin Cancer Foundation says. 

Is It safe to lie under a beach umbrella? 

It helps. But don’t forget you still get sunlight 
reflected off the water, so keep using sunscreen, 
Keri says. 

EVERYDAY NOTIONS 

Does it help to toss on a T-shirt when I come out of 
the water? 

Very little, Keri says. A white T-shirt has an SPF 
of only about 3, she says. But you can buy sun- 
protective swimwear, coverups, hats, even long- 
sleeve shirts and pants. 

Can dark-skinned 
people get sunburns? 

Dark-skinned 
people are less sus- 
ceptible because 
the melanin that 
gives their skin 
its color absorbs 
UV radiation, 

Keri says, “but 
they can still bum.” 

What about tanning 
lotions that bronze the skin? 

The/re OK, Keri sa>'s, as long as the active 
ingredient is dihydroxyacetone (or DHA), 
wdiich reacts with dead cells on your skin to 
turn you tan. But the tan you get gives you pro- 
tection up to only an SPF of 3, so it won’t help 
much against the real sun. 

I’ve heard I should wear sunscreen Just walking 
from my house to my car. Can that be true? 

Keri says yes: “I apply it in the morning, at 
lunch and after work.”

HOWTO 
TREAT A 
SUNBURN 

While the best way to deal with 
a sunburn is not to get one by 
wearing sunscreen or protective 
clothing and limiting midday 
exposure, here’s what to do if 
you get baked, mct 

» Cool It down. 

Soak a cloth with cool water 
and rest it on burns for about 
20 minutes. Then apply a balm, 
such as aloe vera. You also can 
use a mild lotion-aim for one 
without perfume or dye-to help 
keep skin moisturized. 

m Bathe with cool water. 

Don’t take hot showers or baths 
and avoid cleaning burned areas 
with soap, which can be an 
irritant. Pat your skin dry with a 
towel Instead of rubbing. 

» Wear comfortable clothes. 

Choose loose-fitting cotton; wool 
and man-made materials, such 
as polyester, may chafe against a 
burn. You also can lie down on a 
soft cotton blanket on couches, 
chairs and beds. 

m Don’t peel your skin. 

Picking at a burned spot will 
irritate it and slow healing. 

9 Stay out of the sun. 

Some people think that if they're 
already burned, it can't get 
worse. Not true. Wait until your 
skin has healed or cover up as 
much as possible. 

9 Drink a lot of water. 

You can dehydrate more quickly 
If you are sunburned. 

» Take painkillers. 

If your burns bother you. get an 
over-the-counter medicine with 
acetaminophen or ibuprofen. 
such as Tylenol, Advil or Motrin. 

9 Try natural remedies. 

Some people have had luck 
with putting cold, wet teabags 
on burns or adding a half cup of 
baking soda or oatmeal to a cool 
bath. 

9 See a doctor If needed. 

Call if your skin blisters or peels 
severely. You could be at risk 
for an Infection and may need 
medication.
